sibevadles To Friterpational Agreement 


Obstacles to international agreement are mang and various; so many, 80 
‘various as to becloud the vision of the conferees and defeat the ends sought. 

Particularly is this true when a complex of nations is represented round 
the conference table. Despite the good intentions of conferees, the high 
sentiments they express and the hoble purposes they proclaim, invariably 
dissonance interrupts the even tenor of the proceedings, divergent points 
of view protrude themselves and, with each interruption and each .protru- 
sion, practical. agreement. becomes the more remote. 

The conflict of opinion appears less with regard to the general objective 
sought, as with regard to the methods by which that objective can be 
reached; In the ultimate analysis, political rather than practical issues 
prove the stumbling block. 

These thoughts are occasioned by the succession of disasters which has. 
befallen world conferences held for perfectly laudable purposes during re- 
cent. months. The League of Nations itself, perhaps the greatest agency 
for world co-operation yet devised, has suffered considerable loss of prestige 
through recurrent manifestations of local interest, local jealousies, prides 
and susceptibilities. In matters such as the drug traffic, in which public 
rather than political and national considerations are paramount, the League 
has ‘been able to take.decisive action and render invaluable service. But 
where political and national interests and prejudices are involved, directly 
or indirectly, its decisions have been of less unanimous acceptance. In fact, 


. they have seldom been effective because they have been largely ignored. 


In spite of the gue and the large body of opinion supporting it, 

1 significance have been broached, the nations in- 
volved have proved a law unto themselves, using the simple expedient of 
withdrawal from the League as a means of asserting their right to go 
their own way. Disarmament questions have brought prominently into the 
foreground this conflict of national viewpoints, and this insensate desire for 
autonomy in matters affecting the peace of the world. There can be little 
question that world opinion, generally, favors disarmament on a sane and 
safe basis. It is equally true, however, that there is sharp clash of opinion 
as to what the basis should be and as to the methods whereby it Id be 
undertaken. World disarmament conferences have proved futile, so far, in 
spite of the unanimity voiced by national spokesmen as to its desirability. 
All nations, it appears, are in favor of disarming—provided ‘the other fel- 
low does it. 

Strange as it may seem, while world conferences on the question are 
disheartening failures, the same can not be said with respect to understand- 
ing on the subject between particular nations. Bilateral disarmament 
agreements appear easy, by comparison. Where two or three nations are 
involved, amicable solutions come réadily to hand. Britain, for example, 
has little difficulty in reaching understanding with Italy, Italy with France, 
and so on. Even avith Germany amicable negotiations are possible. Yet, 
when Britain, Italy and France sit around a conference table with Germany, 
it becomes immediately impossible to focus all eyes on the same objective 
andon the same means of achieving that objective. 

‘This is not to say that Germany is entirely at fault, or that the blame 
attaches to any particular, one of the parties to the conference. It is ap- 
parently. due to the complications which arise with every addition to the 
conference. Compromise as between nation and nation is easy; between 
three nations it is a little more difficult, but less difficult than when four 
nations are involved. Perhaps then, the real solution is to be found in multi- 
plying bilateral disarmament agreements until the whole-world is involved 
and all the nations are committed to peace. 

The same course may be found the ultimate solvent of the world wheat 
problem, Apparently, the London Wheat Agreement has foundered on the 
shoals of national aspiration for, as this is written, the Argentine has vir- 
tually negatived the good work accomplished in the London conference, and 
the United States, in reprisal, is threatening unlimited production and the 
dumping of its surplus on the markets of the world, 

The London conference resulted in what has been acclainifd as a unani- 
mous agreement representing the first really co-operative arrangement yet 
reached by the nations of the world. It was not, howver, a finite thing, in 
itself. It left certain important decisions for later consideration, particu- 
larly the matter of minimum »prices. Experts met at Rome to discuss 
prices in accordance with the terms of the’ agreement, only to be met by 
objections from the Argentine and demands from that country for an in- 
crease of 40,000,000 bushels in her quota allotment.. Having already vir- 


- tually exhausted her export quota for the year as set,in the London Agree- 


ment, the Argentine demanded an additional 40,000, which could only be 


. Biven at the expense of other great exporting countries, including Canada” 
_ The price conference, however, reached certain tentative conclusions which 


were submitted to the governments involved. 

The next stage in the proceedings was the London conference on prices 
to amehd or ratify the decisions of the Rome discussions. Here again, 
clash of national interests proved a handicap. Doubts have been raised 
whether or not price-fixing by a central body is a sound practice to adopt, 
In fact, British grain men have been emphatic and outspoken on the sub- 
ject, The head of the London grain exchange had no hesitation in stating 
that the representatives of the various nations were amiable gentlemen “but 
they knew very little about wheat”, With warnings against price-fixing, 
demands for’ increased quotas, and threats of unlimited production, the 
whole agreement appears in jeopardy. Obviously, the complexity of na- 


tional interests is accentuated in conferences on so large as scale as that at 
London, Perhaps (be it repeated) the solution may be found in a series of 
bi-lateral agreements involving all interested parties,

Japan Buying Scrap Iron | 


Recent Cargo From Australia Con- 
tained Variety Of Articles 
Japan has been picking up scrap 
iron all over the world, and one of 
the most varied cargoes of this kind 
arrived the other day from Australia. 
There were steel rails red with rust, 
old sewing machines, and automobile 
fenders, On the top of one heap 
was a battered trombone.

Geographic ‘and historic reasons 
were given by Mussolini in an inter- 
view with Hector Bywater, editor of 
the “Daily Telegraph” in Rome, for 
the expansion of Italian power in, 
Africa and Asia, and the need for a 
strong navy, 

During the taterview, Mussolini 
said: 

“Thirty provincial capitals are 
situated on the coast, Rome herself 
is near the sea. Geography is one 
of the “immutable factors that de- 
termine the destinies of a nation.” . 

Then he went on to say: 

“Geography and history both war- 
rant us in taking Asia and Africa 
as objectives. We are nearer to those 
two continents than any of the 
greater western European powers. 
No one should mistake the meaning 
of our task. We are not thinking of 
any. territorial conquest, but every- 
one should know that we are think- 
ing of a natural expansion allowing 
us to co-operate with the nations of 
Africa and the Far East.” 

Mussolini then turned to the prob- 
lems of the League of Nations and 
of disarmament, saying: 

“The principle of the reform of 
the League of Nations, which is al- 
most universally accepted, is clear. 
The reforms that are being con- 
sidered. should only be undertaken 
after the closing of the disarmament 
conference, because if this confer- 
ence fails, there will be no need to 
make any reforms, it will be enough 
to consider the work of the League 
of Nations as ended. : 

“It is generally considered that the 
conference will fail, at least as re- 
gards the most important objectives. 
The greatest armed powers will not 
disarm; those that are not armed 
will be in a position to arm with a 
more or less defensive purpose.”

Egg Trade Responsibility 


Responsibility As To Eggs Below 
Grade Placed On Seller 

In case of dispute about properly 
marked cases of graded eggs, the 
Canadian egg regulations are quite 
explicit. No case or container of 
eggs is considered to be properly 
marked if, upon examination by an 
inspector, the case is found to con- 
tain more than an average of 6% 
per cent. below grade,’apart from 
breakage. In transactions between 
wholesalers, or between a wholesaler 
and a retailer, any complaints by the 
purchaser with respect to eggs below 
grade must be made to the seller 
within 36 hours of the receipt of the 
eggs. \Thus,;-responsibility as to eggs 
below grade is upon the seller for the 
period of 36 hours after delivery to 
the buyer. After the expiration of 
the 36 hours the responsibility as to 
eggs below grade is upon the person 
in whose possession such eggs are 
found.

Scientists Invite Us To Enlarge! 


Our Concept Of Universe Beyond 
Anything Heretofore Presented 


Late news from the astronomical |, 


world raises this serious questiom Is 
there collusion between the Admini- 
stration at Washington and the de- 
vout astronomer for the purpose of 
making the world familiar with large 
numbers? -Or is it rivalry in the 
expansion .of\ the Arabic notation? 
Whatever thé answer be, the latest 
from that redoubtable searcher of 
the beyond, Dr- Edwin P, Hubble of 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory, invites 
us ‘to enlarge our concept of the uni- 
verse far beyond. anything heretofore 
presented by Jeans, Eddington, Milli- 
kan and the others, fervid expansfon- 
ists though they be. 

Dr. Hubble's findings are little 
short of breathtaking. The universe, 
declares he, is a finite sphere with 
a diameter of some six billion light 
years; and when this distance fs cal- 
culated on the fact that light travels 
at a speed of 186,000 miles. a second, 
the Arabic notation itself is put to 
the test. But that is only the begin- 
ning of his astounding declaration. 
The universe consists of 500,000,000,- 
000,900 (five hundred trillion) nebu- 
lae, each stellar unit of which is 80,- 
000,000 times as bright as the sun 
and 800,000,000 times as massive. 
How these figures stagger the imag- 
ination! 

And only a year ago, Dr. Hubble 
was content with observing, through 
the 100-inch telescope on Mt. Wil- 
son, nebulae 150,000,000 light years 
away. Who shall say this has not 
been a year of unprecedented ex- 
pansion? 

We are also assured that beyond 
this whiverse, 6,000,000,000 light 
years.is diameter, nothing exists, not 
even cosmic dust. That is to say, this 
universe with which Dr. Hubble deals 
so familiarly marks the end of space, 
for it is held that space cannot exist 
without matter. 

Here is another important fact. 
The totality of this mass of matter 
in the universe has not increased. 
Because of the constant expansion, 
it follows, then, that the distance be- 
tween the component units has 
greatly increased, that is to say, it is 
continually an emptier universe. In 
the question of mass, Dr. Hubble 
likens the earth to a grain of sand 
in this immense space. —- : 

If all these marvelous details of 
this expanding universe have been 
revealed through a 100-inch tele- 
scope, what further wonders will be 
discovered when the huge mirror now 
cooling at Corning, N-Y., is ready for 
use? Dr. Hubble believes that beyond

countless galaxies or nebulae, all 


‘indicate the infinite mature of the 
divine presence. 
As‘we ponder the problems raised 
* by discussion of the expanding uni- 
verse, especially the accepted theory 
of relativity that space and matter 
must co-exist, this question inevit- 
ably confronts us: If the conclusion 
of modern physicists and metaphysi- 
cians that matter in reality is non- 
existent be true, does it not follow 
that space must give way to in- 
finity ?—Christian Science Monitor,

Rare Relic In Museum 


Manitoba Treasures Only ‘Neolithic 
Pot Found On Prairies 

Symbol of the dawn of community 
life, a simple clay pot which 
dates back to the Neolithic era is 
one of the treasured possessions of 
the Manitoba musetim in Winnipeg. 

The pot, the only one of its kind 
ever found in the prairie provinces, 
was discovered a few years ago near 
Hartney, in south-western Manitoba, 
W. D. Magwood came across it in a 
sand hill and it was later turnéd over 
to the museum as a relic of the dawn 
of civilization in Manitoba. 

First of its kind, the pot is built 
on crude lines, with a small rounded 
base. The lip is curved outward and 
designed with the familiar herring- 
bone pattern found on many types of 
early pottery in widely-separated 
parts of the world. The curved lip 
was 80 designed to carry the flames 
away from the inside of the pot. 

It was used for cooking grain and 
represents, according to Harry Rand, 
museum custodian, the first signs of 
organized community life in prehis- 
toric days, Similar pots have been 


found more commonly in Ontario and 
in the Mississippi and Mfssouri val- 
leys. But these are nearly all of 
later date.

Infectious Bronchitis Found In Poul- 
try Of Two Provinces 

Infectious bronchitis has been 
recognized in North America since 
1922 and has been increasing in eco- 
nomic importance annually ever 
since. It has ‘been reported in at 
least 39 states and in at least two 
provinces in Canada, according to a 
statement by W. R. Hinshaw of the 
California College of Agriculture at 
Berkeley. ‘In the majority of the 
instances,” the report states, “the 
disease has been introduced into new 
localities within the state by the 
purchae of mature or partly grown 
stock from infected areas. 

“Concentration of poultry ranches 
and continuous brooding of chicks in 
& community were found to be im- 
portant factors influencing the year- 
ly recurrence and spread of laryn- 
gotracheitis. Evidence to support the 
carrier theory was obtained, but con- 
trolled experimental data were lack- 
ing. * 

“Prevention in an infected area is 
& community problem and consists of 
proper attention to disposal of dead 
birds, manure, and litter; the control 
of mechanical carriers; attention to 
the cleaning and disinfection of sec- 
ondhand feed sacks and poultry 
crates; and the control of com- 
munity and plant sanitation, as well 
as individual attention to the health 
of birds. Prevention in a disease- 
free area involves precaution in the 
introduction of stock, in addition to 
the above recommendations.” 

“No satisfactory treatment for the 
disease was found. Careful nursing, 
attention to the comfort of the birds, 
avoidance of excessive excitement, 
and proper feeding were observed to 
be the best control measurs.”

As a result of co-operation between 
the provinces and the Dominion Ue- 
partment of agriculture, new rules 
and regulations t6 govern commer- 
cial poultry hatcheries throughout 
Canada have been made possible 
with the passing by parliament of an 
amendment to the Livest and 
Livestock Products Act. Thi eans 
4n iniportaht safeguard to an indus- 
try that in egg production alone 
represents an anhual turnover of 
about $30,010,000, Already five of 
the provinces have. agreed to adopt 
the new hatchery policy. 

The proposed regulations embody 
the present hatchery approval rules 
which have been in operation for 
the past six years on a voluntary 
basis. Under the new policy, which 
will be proclaimed with respect to 
any of the provinces which desire to 
adopt it, all commercial hatcheries 
will operate under the new regula- 
tions which provide that such hatch- 
eries shall set only eggs from flocks 
approved by the provincial authori- 
ties; that the hatcheries and their 
advertising shall be under the super- 
vision of the livestock branch of the 
Dominion department of agriculture. 

According to this plan ‘the quality 
of chicks produced in commercial 
hatcheries will be substantially im- 
proved sihce they will be hatched 
from eggs produced by pure bred 
flocks inspected by the provincial 
authorities, 

Under the provision in the regu- 
lations that all commercial hatchery 
advertising shall be approved before 
being issued the public in those pro- 
vinces where the regulations are in 
effect will be assured that any state- 
ments made in such advertising are 
correct, 


Argentine Fights Locusts 


Galvanized Iron Walls Being Built 
To Stop Invasion 
Argentina has ordered hundreds of 
miles of very smooth galvanized iron 
sheeting to be used in building walls 
across the country to stop jnvading 
locusts. The sheeting will cost $2,- 
600,000 and construction expense will 
be in the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. The government plans to 
fight the locust when he is a crawler 
before his wings develop. It is then 
that he begins his devastating march. 
A polished wall of iron sheeting will 
prove too smooth to climb, and if the 
locusts crawl along ‘he barrier they 
eventually will land in a.trap. Men 
will be stationed there with rakes to 
get the unwelcome visitors into large 
pits, where they will be destroyed. 


Canadian Oath Of Allegiance 


Has Been Made Simpler By Measure 
Put Through House 

The House of Commons recently 
gave third reading to the Oath of 
Allegiance Act, a measure which 
greatly simplifies the oath and brings 
it into conformity with that adopted 
in the United Kingdom and other 
portions of the Empire. The new 
oath reads as follows: “I, (A.B,) do 
swear that I will be faithful and bear 
true allegiance to His Majesty King 
George the Fifth, his heirs and suc- 
cessors according to law. So help 
me God.” The former oath was 
ponderous and resonant, one in 
which the person taking it swore to 
defend the King “against all traitor- 
ous conspiracies” and other treagons.

Tt is said that the first notice of a

Into the ground, An old account tn 
the British Ministry of I 

states that a form of drill has been 
ured in India almost from time im- 
memorial. Through cuhetform writ- 
ing and illustration, mention is made 
of a seeding machine of Assyrian 
origin about 604 B.C. The descrip- 


tion leads to the belief that it was| 


very similar to that ured in India, 
being a crudely formed plough of 
wood with a bowl-shaped seed con- 
tainer, Seed was carried to the 
furrow through a wooden spout. 

Two thousand years elapse before 
history again mentions seeding 
equipment. In 1605 A.D., the Ro- 
mans perfected a machine for sowing 
grain in drills or rows. Mounted on 
two wheels, with a rectangular seed 
container, three or four rows of seed 
were deposited into a broad, shallow 
furrow formed by a single broad fur- 
row opener. In 1633 Alexander 
Hamilton in Britain wrote regarding 
his sowing machine “for small grane” 
but gave no explanation of his 
method. The first real explanation 
of the invention of a seeding ma- 
chine was given by an Austrian, 
Joseph Locatelli, in 1662. This. was 
mounted on wheels, had a rectang- 
ular hopper fitted with mechanism 
for carrying out seed which fell on 
the ground, and was then covered by 
a toothed device dragged behind. 
There is evidence that it was manu- 
factured in Madrid 1664 and sold at 
@ price fixed in the patent. 

In 1669 John Evelyn presented one 
of these machines with printed in- 
structions and operating directions to 
the Royal Philosophical Society of 
London, recommending its use. Later 
in 1701 Jethro Tull made some im- 
provements on the machine but he 
was too far ahéad of His time, After 
Tull many improvements were made 
by Dr. James Cook, an English 
clergyman. Through the 19th cen- 
tury, advancement in seeding ma- 
chinery was rapid. Hornsby, an Eng- 
lish inventor, brought out the first 


After 1850 agri- 
cultural engineers, recognizing that 
accuracy in placing the proper 
quantity of seed in each furrow was

He displays samples of up- 
ward of two hundred different items 
of fake edibles in his shop in Brook- 
lyn. You can get an imitation slice 
of bread for‘a quarter, a leg of lamb 
for four dollars. His products are 
made of wax and painted. He boasts 
that you can’t tell them from the 
real thing until you totch them, or 
try to eat them. .Hq has a staff of 
three men who mold the wax and a 
lady artist who does the painting. 
They work from real models. If 
they’re doing a steak, Mr. ter Lin- 
den buys them a swell steak. After- 
ward they cook it and eat it. 

Mr. ter Linden is @ serious man. 
His clients are mainly delicatessen, 
confectionery, restaurant, refriger- 
ator, and five-and-ten-cent-store’ peo- 
ple.

Palestine 


British Government Guarantecs Loan 
Of Ten Million Dollars 

The Holy Land is marching with 
the times. ‘ 

A resolution authorizing the Bri- 
tish government to guarantees a $10,- 
000,000 loan for Palestine, which is 
administered by the United Kingdom 
under League mandate, was intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by 
Leslie Hore-Belisha, financial secre- 
tary to the Treasury. 

Nearly half of this sum, or $4,- 
665,000, will be used for water sup- 
ply and drainage schemes in Jeru- 
salem, Haifa, Hebron and other 
places. Another $2,085,000 goes for 
public buildings, including a new post 
office and telephone exchange in an- 
cient Jerusalem, 

A sum of $1,000,000 ts earmarked 
for agricultural credits, to enable 
the government of Palestine to 
assist in a long-term credit scheme 
for Arab and Jewish cultivators 
alike in the plains, and Arab culti- 
vators in the hill districts. 

Another $1,250,000 will be em- 
ployed in the re-settlement of Arabs 
displaced by the increased Jewish 
settiement—partly caused by the 
exodus of Jews from Nazi Germany. 

For construction of an oil work 
and reclamation scheme in Haifa, the 
remaining portion of the loan of $1,- 
050,000 is set aside. 


Kindness To Animals 


Children Should Be Taught That 
Cruelty Is Inhuman 

Schools throughout the United 
States are devoting time during this 
“Be Kind to Animals Week” to teach- 
ing gentle consideration for the 
rights of those who cannot speak for 
themselves. There still are innocents 
who must suffer the knife of the 
vivisectionist; the sticks, stones, and 
tins cans of thoughtless children; the 
hunger and lonelines of abandon- 
ment, and the angry or fear-inspired 
abuse of adults. 

If every.teacher in every school 
were to take but fifteen minutes dur- 
ing any week for serious discussion 
of the problems, the work of humane 
societies seeking disarmament be- 
tween men and beasts would be con- 
siderably lessened.

Radium ore beds at Hottah. lake, 
100 miles south of Cameron bay, 
N.W.T., are even richer than first re- 
ports of prospecting parties stated, 
Edward Harlreaves, Toronto mining 
man and ng-director of Great 
Bear development, revealed recently. 

“It is the biggest pitchblende 
strike ever to be found in this coun- 
try or the United States,” he con- 
tinued.

| Little Journeys In Science 


MOLECULES 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Scientists believe that all matter is 
composed of very small particles 
called. molecules. These molecules 
are invisible and cannot be observed 
even with the aid of the most power- 
ful microscope. It has been calcu- 
lated that it would require about 
forty million molecules, touching 
one another, to make a row one 
inch long. Again it has been .com- 
puted that a small thimbleful of air 
contains about twenty-seven billion 
billion molecules. There are spaces 
between the molecules which are 
supposed to be much larger than the 
molecules themselves. These spaces 
between the molecules are known as 
the inter-molecular spaces. 

Molecules are constantly in motion 
and they are also elastic. The hydro- 
gen molecule, for example, has an 
average speed of over a mile a sec- 
ond and bumps against its neighbors . 
about ten billion times per second 
under ordinary .gond: tons. 


grea’ 

The particles of a gas appear to be 
perfectly elastic, and as a result 
their motion is slowed up when they 
collide with one another or when 
they bombard the sides of the en- 
closing vessel. The pressure of a 
gas upon the vessel is due to the 
hail-storm of molecules upon its 
walls. A definite quantity of a gas 
left in an open vessel is capable of 
indefinite expansion. Gases are 
therefore very compressible. A good 
illustration of this fact is that when 


shows us why a strong vessel is re- 
quired to hold steam at high pres- 
sure. 

A liquid is more compact than a 
gas: that is, its molecules are closer 
to one another, and therefore have 
less treedom of movement. When a 
liquid evaporates some of the mole- 
cules escape into the air. The 
of a molecule depends upon its 
perature and hence the warmer 
molecules of a liquid are lost first. 
This migration of the warmer mole- 
cules from a liquid results in a fall 
in temperature when a liquid evap- 
orates. It is well known water 
is cooled in certain countries by 
agen it in porous vessels in order 

to promote evaporation. 

Solids, like liquids, are much more 
compact than gases. The molecules 
of solids are much restricted in their 
movements, and appear to vibrate or 
rotate about fixed centres of rest.

Will Commemorate 680th Annivers- 
ary Of Pied Piper’s Visit 

All living “children and children’s 
children” of the ancient town of 
Hamelin, Germany, received invita- 
tions to return for a grand home- 
coming which started May 20 and 
running for the summer to com- 
memorate the 680th anniversary of 
the strange Pied Piper of Hamelin.

Island Colony Of Lepers 


Everyone Works At Something And 
People Not Unhappy 

A certain amount of happiness in 
primitive and isolated surroundings 
falls to the lot of the 200 members 
of the leper colony of Orafara on 
the South Sea islands of Tahiti, ac- 
cording to a mission from the French 
government. The mission was head- 
ed by Dr. Jacques Le Mee, a promi- 
nent specialist, who was assisted by 
two other French physicians. 

The Orafara colony is set in a 
clearing of deep underbrush at the 
water’s edge and is a remarkable 
combination of beauty and simplicity. 
Except for two nurses sent out by 
the hospital in Tahiti to attend the 
diseased for a period of four years, 
all persons in the colony are lepers. 

The colony is under a self-govern- 
ment scheme. By popular~vote a 
mayor and his assistant are elected 
annually. Every new arrival is al- 
loted a plot of land on which he may 
build his bungalow. There are both 


@ Catholic and a Protestant church, ~ 


and Dr. Le Mee declared that a ser- 
mon delivered by the local leper 
preacher was one of the most mov- 
ing he had ever heard. 

An unsual feature of the Orafara 
colony is the fact that the stricken 
inhabitants rmarry. The children, 
who are scarcely ever afflicted with 
the disease of their parents, are im- 
mediately taken away from the 
colony and either adopted or sent to 
an orphanage. 

Everyone works at something, and 


‘la great part of the leper’s life is 


spent fishing in boats made by the 
group. The enjoyment of freedom 
and the solitude of the sea tends to 
make these pathetic people’less un- 
happy. 

In the afflicted colony there are 

no petty jealousies or squabbles, ac- 
cording to Dr. Le Mee. All the in- 
habitants, except for the two nurses, 
are in the same condition and seem 
to strive to make the lives of the 
others pleasant, bearing the ravages 
of their disease with the greatest 
fortitude. 
‘ The French physicians left Tahiti 
with the firm conviction that leprosy 
is not contagious, but is contracted 
from some impurity of the soil, thus 
being more prevalent in warm cli- 
mates, where the natives seldom use 
footwear.
